Perhaps the most terrific 


explosion ever known In America fo1 lowed 
The debris was thrown so high that It did not 
comedown for,fu|ly ten minutes, and people 
flum five miles in the country rusbed~ln~to 
t-co It Winchester had suddenly become 
an ls"hla. Conductors McMlcbael and Me 
Martin were injured so seriously that they 
died soon attemards, and five other persons 
were so badly hurt that they may not live. 
The depot building, eating station, a Chesa- 
peake A Ohio engine and three Kentucky 
Central cars were almost completely wrecked 
This Is about the most serious railroad acci- 
dent that ever occurred in Kentucky.
